SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF THE NATIONAL SUNDAY 
SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 


The three-day convention closed 
October 20 when the delegates unani- 
mously passed a resolution which ac- 
cused the President of “repudiating 
the Bill of Rights and the U. S. Con- 
stitution and threatening our Protes- 
tant religious freedoms.” 

The resolution recommended citi- 
zens to “call upon every Senator to 
refuse approval of the appointment 
of General Clark” and “to pass legis- 
lation that will prevent President 
Truman or any other president from 
ever appointing an envoy to the 
court of the Pope of Rome.” 

Earlier in the convention delegates 
had heard 33 Sunday School and 
Christian educational leaders discuss 








up-to-date methods of teaching the 
Bible to children and adults. 

“As important as we regard the 
importance of building up our mili- 
tary security, this alone will not save@® 
our nation,” said the Hon. O. K. Arm- 
strong, U. S. Congressman of Mis- 
souri, in the pecngge oe | service. “We 
must watch our spiritual ramparts 
and return to the great moral and 
spiritual principles on which this na- 
tion was founded.” 

Armstrong, a freshman Congréss 
man, is the teacher of a large Bib. 
class in the Sunday School of Wash- 
ington’s Calvary Baptist Church. He is 
an active Baptist layman. 

Throughout the convention nearly 
5,000 persons heard 33 specialists in 
the field of Christian education dis- 
cuss up-to-date methods of Bible in- 
struction for both children and adults. 

Three leaders, representing various 
denominational groups, discussed “El- 
ements in Building a Successful Sun- 
day School.” They were Dr. Henrietta 
C. Mears, director of Christian educa- 
tion at First Presbyterian Church, 
Hollywood; Dr. G. Beauchamp Vick, 
pastor and superintendent of the Sun- 
day School, Temple Baptist Church, 
Detroit; and Dr. Howard P. Courtney, 
pastor of Angelus Temple, Los Ange- 
les. The Rev. Hart Armstrong, editor- 
in-chief of the ee! School liter- 
ature of the Gospel Publishing House, 
Springfield, Missiouri, served as mod- 
erator. 

During the course of the convention 
educators from more than 20 semi- 
naries, Christian colleges, and Bibl 
institutes discussed means of imple 
menting in present-day curricula sub- 
jects relating to Sunday School build- 
ing and teaching. 

New officers of the National Sun- 
day School Association are the Rev. 
A. L. Brown, of Winona Lake, Indiana, 
general Sunday School secretary of 
the Free Methodist Church of North 
America, president; the Rev. Harold 
W. Erickson, pastor of the Evangelical 
Free Church, Rockford, Illinois, vice 
president; the Rev. J. Clair Peters, of 
Huntington, Indiana, United Brethren 
in Christ, secretary; and Victor E. 
Cory, president of Scripture Press, 
Chicago, as treasurer. 

Creation of a general council made 
of more than 100 representatives of 
Protestant denominations to direct 
the affairs of the Association was one 
of the important business develop- 
ments of the convention. 

The 1952 Sunday School convention 
will be held October 1-3 in Portland, 
Oregon.

PROTESTANTS MUST PROTEST 


On the morning of October 28, Protestant church-goers 
throughout the United States gathered on their church 
steps by the thousands in mass protest to President Tru- 


S reformation Sunday, and the public signing of the 


= appointment of an ambassador to the Vatican. That 


atican protest was reminiscent of Martin Luther’s ninety 
thesis that he nailed to the door of the Whittenburg, Ger- 
many, Church at the beginning of the Protestant Refor- 
mation in the year of our Lord, A.D. 1517. Church-goers 
to tens of thousands of churches, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and from Maine to Miami, took part in the united 
protest launched by the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, a Protestant organization with a membership of 
1,500,000 persons, and a service constituency of 10,000,000 
persons not represented by National Council of Churches. 
We should be especially happy at this time that the Church 
of God is affiliated with the N.A.E., the strongest funda- 
mental evangelical Protestant voice in America. The 
N.A.E. requested other Bible-believing churches concerned 
to safeguard the American heritage by participating in 
the protest, and hundreds, it is understood, did. There is 
still time to send petitions to the President and Senator 
Tom Connally, Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, as well as your own Senator. 

Through united action, we Protestants can help fore- 


@::. Senatorial approval of President Truman’s appoint- 


ent of General Mark Clark as Ambassador to the Pope, 
or, as for that, any other United States Ambassador to the 
Vatican. Our General Overseer, H. L. Chesser, has framed 
a statement concerning a petition that’s being furnished 
pastors, requesting each one to obtain the signatures of 
all his members and friends as soon as possible, and send 
the petition, as well as a personal letter, to the President 
of the United States. I know that it will take up some serv- 
ice time to do this, but it is my honest conviction that if 
a whole service, or even two, is taken in obtaining these 
signatures for the petition, the time will be well spent in 
showing the general temper of the church and commun- 
ity in reaction to the nominating of an ambassador to 
the Vatican.

SATURATION EVANGELISM PLANNED 

By EPAS, 10-1-51 

CHICAGO, [Illinois—A continent-wide simultaneous 
campaign of soul winning with thousands of churches and 
ministers participating is the dream of Horace F. Dean, 
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President of Christ for America. Dean, who has sparked 
city-wide, county-wide, and state-wide revival efforts in 
the Christ for America work since 1942, is planning a 
nation-wide effort to be launched in the autumn of 1952, 
using the intervening months for the development of 
the project. 

Dr. Dean says, “Let us suppose that 15,000 churches en- 
gage in a month-long campaign, and let us suppose that 
only ten persons are brought to Christ in each of the 
churches. This will gross 150,000 newly saved persons. How- 
ever, I think we can safely estimate that we have in the 
United States and Canada today at least 60,000 truly evan- 
gelical or fundamental churches, and with the blessing of 
God it should be possible to rally one half. of these church- 
es into such a program of soul-winning activity. 

U. S. MATURITY LOW 

Educator Robert M. Hutchins complained that Ameri- 
cans dedicate too much leisure time to the comic book, 
the second-hand car, and the local tavern. 

Hutchins, former chancellor of the University of Chi- 
cago, said Americans show no signs of reaching “emotional 
and intellectual maturity.” 

Hutchins, now associate director of the Ford Founda- 
tion, described the comic book as “the principal cutural 
manifestation of our epoch.” 

Speaking at Brandeis University, Hutchins said most 
printed and broadcast material “seems to be produced 
by and for people who have had three years, and not 
very good ones, in grade school.” 


CHRISTIANS IN PAKISTAN REQUEST PROTECTION 

The Christian minority in Pakistan has asked adequate 
protection from persecution in a memorandum presented 
to Prime Minister Liaquat Ali Khan on behalf of the 
Pakistan Joint Christian Board. The request cites a recent 
incident in the village of Matta where Christians were 
attacked by Moslems. Eleven were killed and twenty-six 
injured in the onslaught. The memorandum asked the 
Prime Minister “to see to it that conditions are made 
such as to ensure the continued existence of Christians as 
full-fledged citizens of Pakistan.” 

MODERNISTS ON PRAYER 

The modernists rejected the miracles; then they rejected 
the inspiration of the Bible; and now they reject the 
power of prayer. Dr. Enslin of Crozier Seminary is quoted 
as saying: “As I see it, prayer in the conventional sense 
of the words is doomed as surely as burnt sacrifice and 
the Juggernaut car. We go through the gestures of prayer, 
but we do not and cannot expect results.” 

Dr. Lake of Harvard Divinity School is quoted as fol- 
lows: “I do not believe that the religion of tomorrow 
will have any more place for petition than it will for 
any other form of magic.” 

SUCCESSFUL MARRIAGES 

A survey conducted by the educational department of 
the American Institute of Family Relations revealed that 
active church members have the best record for success- 
ful marriages. Second place goes to those who attended 
Sunday School and church beyond adolescence. Those 
couples whose wedding ceremony was performed by a 
clergyman, even though they are not at present closely 
identified with any church, hold third place. Couples who

DETROIT, MICH.—Strong protests 
against Universal Military Training 
and against the appointment of an 
American ambassador to the Vatican 
were made by representatives of a 
million Pentecostals, meeting here in 
their fourth annual convention. 

The four-day meeting of the Pente- 
costal Fellowship of North America 
ended November 2 with unanimous 
passage of the resolutions of protest. 
Pentecostals all over the United States 
were urged to let President Truman 
and Congress know how deeply they 
feel about both of these issues. 

Delegates from twenty-six states, 
Alaska, and Canada registered for the 
event. Visitors came from Cuba, Fin- 
land, and England. More than 150 
Pentecostal churches in the Greater 
Detroit played host at the convention 
meetings which were held in the 
Woodward Avenue Baptist Church 
during the mornings and afternoons 
and in the Cass Technical High 
School each night. ; 

The main purpose of the conven- 
tion was to permit the ministers and 
laity of the various Pentecostal de- 
nominations to enter into a closer fel- 
lowship one with another, and the 
devotional meetings held three times 
a day made this possible. People from 
fifteen denominations sang together, 
prayed together, and heard outstand- 
ing gospel sermons by representative 
speakers from the member groups. 

There was a brief business session 
each morning at which the voting 
delegates elected officers, heard com- 
mittee reports, and passed a number 
of resolutions. Only fifty-three men 
were recognized as voting delegates, 
the number from the various bodies 
being based on the membership of 
those bodies. The other delegates had 
the privilege of the floor but were not 
permitted to vote. 

J. A. Synan, of Franklin Springs, 
Ga., was elected to serve a second 
year as Chairman of the Fellowship. 
J. R. Flower, of Springfield, Missouri, 
was re-elected to serve as a Vice- 
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Chairman; and both Houston R. 
Morehead, of Cleveland, Tenn., and 
E. J. Fulton, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
were returned to their offices of Sec- 
retary and Treasurer respectively. 
Howard P. Courtney, of Los Angeles, 
Calif., was elected to be a Vice Chair- 
man. 

Eleven bodies comprise the mem- 
bership of the Fellowship, as follows: 
Assemblies of God, Church of God, 
International Church of the Four- 
square Gospel, Pentecostal Assemblies 
of Canada, Pentecostal Holiness 
Church, Open Bible Standard 
Churches, International Pentecostal 
Assemblies, Zion Evangelistic Fellow- 
ship, Church of God (Mountain As- 
sembly), Church of the Bible, and the 
Pentecostal Church of Christ. Each of 
these bodies is represented on the 
Board of Administration, which serves 
as a policy-making unit. - 

The Pentecostal Church of Christ, 
Ashland, Ky., was received into mem- 
bership during the convention. 

Greetings were sent from the con- 
vention to the Pentecostal churches 
in Finland and Britain, and to the 
World Convention of Pentecostals 
which will be in London, England, in 
June, 1952. David J. du Plessis, of 
Stamford, Conn., who serves as World 
Secretary for Pentecostal Churches, 
extended an invitation to the World 
Convention. He stated a ship probably 
will be chartered to take several hun- 
dred Americans and Canadians to 
London for the event, which will be 
the third of its kind. 

Evangelist Fred Squire of Sussex, 
England, told the convention about 
his International Bible Training In- 
stitute at which a number of young 
Pentecostals from behind the Iron 
Curtain are preparing to go back to 
Europe to preach the gospel in Red- 
held lands. 

Numerous committees met during 
the convention, giving each organi- 
zation the opportunity to get ac- 
quainted with what the other organ- 
izations are doing in the fields of 


® 


Missions, Publications, Radio, Chris- 
tian Education, and Youth Work. A 
new committee was set up this year 
for Sunday School Work. 

The Youth Committee sponsored a 
one-day seminar for youth leaders 
which preceded the convention. It 
decided to have a two-day seminar 
for youth leaders prior to the 1952 
convention, with separate divisions 
for local, state, and national leader- 
ship levels. 

The convention expressed its prefer- 
ence to have the next general meet- 
ing of the Fellowship in Los Angeles 
during the last week of October, 1952. 
The Board of Administration. will 
make the final decision as to time 


In registering its protest to Univ 
sal Military Training, the conventio 
pointed out that “this country, un- 
der God and by His mercies, has nev- 
er been defeated in any war.” It asked 
the Government “to refrain from 
making our citizenry into an army, 
but rather to follow our heretofore 
successful policy of meeting the emer- 
gency in the way in which the citi- 
zenry may decide, rather than have 
the military dictating to the citi- 
zenry.” 

The protest concerning an ambas- 
sador to the Vatican was based.on the 
principle of separation of Church and 
State. It appealed to the need of na- 
tional unity and the need of treating 
all religions alike, while pledging 
“unalterable opposition to Commu- 
nism” and a “determination to pray 
and work for the preservation of hu- 
man liberty in every land.” 

A telegram of seven hundred wor 
was sent to the President, informi 
him of the convention’s strong senti- 
ment against the diplomatic appoint- 
ment.

In registering the accompanying 
protest, we are declaring our stand 
favor of our Constitutional heri- 
tage of separation of church and state 
which has been purchased with many 
sacrifices made by our forefathers. 


The Vatican cannot be a church 
and a state at the same time. If itisa 
ate, it should declare itself as such 
é: thus become obligated to conform 
with all of the laws of our country as 
required of all foreign governments 
represented in these United States. 

If it is a church, it should be left 
outside the diplomatic international 
relationships between governments. 

It is not a matter of how much in- 
formation the Vatican may have 
about what is happening “behind the 
Iron Curtain.” 

If the press reports are true that 
the Vatican has agents in all com- 
munistic countries who are supply- 
ing the Vatican with vital informa- 
tion which makes the Vatican the 
“world’s listening post,” then it is 
also true that the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy has assumed the role of an 
international intelligence force and 

as infiltrated all governments, 
@:: or less, with a zeal equal to 

ommunism, though in the name of 
religion. For our country to recognize 
this questionable channel on a par 
with our regular diplomatic exchange 
of international exchange of diplo- 
mats is to utterly set aside our Con- 
stitution on the vital point of separ- 
ation of church and state; and may 
we remind you, Mr. President, that 
this act would be in favor of only 
one church, the religious practices of 
which, history reveals, have failed to 
produce a single strong government 
of prosperous people. 

Only in countries that are pre- 
dominantly Protestant have strong 
governments and prosperous people, 
with liberties such as ours, been made 
possible. These facts are not stated 
with any motive other than to keep 
the record straight. 

We refuse to accept a dual embas-

Thus we appeal to you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to withdraw your nomination of 
an ambassador to the Vatican, and 
remove it from your Congressional 
agenda.

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REVIVAL FROM RUBBISH « 


Nehemiah 4:2, “Will they revive the 
stones out of the heaps of the rub- 
bish which are burned?” One of the 
many things that has caused conster- 
nation in the mind of the writer is 
why cities, with a few exceptions, have 
the city rubbish heap or “dump” along 
the highway that leads into the city. 
As one looks at the amount of debris 
that is thrown into these heaps, one 
cannot help but wonder, “Is all this 
waste necessary? could not some of 
this be salvaged and used for some 
profitable cause?” 

In the middle ’30’s, when Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was president of these 
United States, he saw in the flats 
along the Potomac River, which was 
swamp land, a possibility of utilizing 
this land for the good of the District 
of Columbia. Engineers were called in; 
the cost of filling and grading was 
found; and the construction was be- 
gun and completed on an_ airport 
which daily handles hundreds of pas- 
sengers and aircraft of all kind from 
ports around the world. The city of 
Washington, D. C., now has an airport 
accessible to the heart of the city in 
a few minutes because someone saw 
a piece of ground that with ingenuity 
and work could be converted from 
waste lands to a depot of the air- 
ways. Just a few years ago in the 
’ State of Washington there was a val- 
ley that was to the average passerby 
only another desert, but along came 
men with foresight and hope and be- 
gan working on this area, and today 
the world’s greatest apple orchards 
are in the Yakima Valley of the State 
of Washington. Some few men saw 
that something could be done with 
this vast nothing, and made it bloom 
as a garden. 

In the days of the covered wagon 
the traveler saw in the desert of the 
Southwest the large cactus and won- 
dered, “Surely this is not all waste; 
it can be used for something.” In 
recent years man has found that these 
same cactuses are not only edible but 
they are also fountains of water, for 
at the base of each water can be 
found. 

In the light of what man has done 
with the various rubbish heaps of the 
world, converting the waste lands of 
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the Potomac River into an airport, the 
waste lands of Washington State into 
an orchard, and the cactus into a food 
to man, surely we cannot limit God 
in His relation to the “rubbish heaps 
of humanity.” Surely God can take the 
broken wrecks that have been cast 
aside and rejuvenate and_ revive 
them to where they, too, can be useful 
and find a place along the highway of 
life. We cannot look upon God as one 
with a limited ability. Take a look 
about you and see the pieces of hu- 
manity cast aside. 

One visit to any hospital in any city, 
and one will find the bodies of men 
broken. Many are minus limbs; some 
are quadruple amputees. In one room 
it may be a hand that cancer has eat- 
en away; it may be a foot that sugar 
diabetes is rotting off. In another 
room you will hear the cries of one 
whose intestines are exposed because 
the flesh has been eaten away by 
some dreaded disease. In still another 
room it may be a body that has 
shrunken to a small portion of its ori- 
ginal size by the paralyzing attack of 
polio. What are all of these but heaps 
of human rubbish? Some kind hu- 
manitarian says they would be better 
off dead. Some mercy killer stands 
ready to inject the air into the veins 
of these poor “heaps of rubbish” to 
get them out of their misery. But, 
WAIT! Let me tell you about the Man 
that makes a speciality of REVIVAL 
OF SUCH RUBBISH. 


One day this Man, Jesus by name, 
was preaching in the Temple when a 
man with a withered hand was 
brought to Him. Jesus said unto the 
man, “Stretch forth that withered 
hand.” Immediately the withered 
hand became like unto the other hand. 
A dead useless hand was made anew; 
a hand hidden from sight many 
times was now extended to show the 
effects of this Physician. 


Again this man Jesus was preaching 
in a house that was extremely crowd- 
ed. There was a man sick with palsy in 
that town.

So, 
in desperation they picked up the 
man, bed and all, climbed the roof 
with him, tore the shingles off, and 
lowered the man down in front of 
Jesus. Did Jesus say, “Take him back 
to the dump. He’s useless to society. 
He’s only:so much rubbish”? No; Je- 
sus saw something, perhaps, no one 
else saw or knew. Perhaps it was a 
had worked those many 
years while the man was strick- 
en. Perhaps He saw some children 
that needed a daddy to go to work 
that they might enjoy the comforts 
and pleasures other children had. It 
may have been that Jesus saw how 
kind the neighbors had been to thi 
sick man, and He desired to rena 
them for their kindness. Whateve 
the reason may have been, He said to 
the man sick of palsy, “Arise, take up 
thy bed and go unto thine house.” 
And he did that very thing. A man 
cast aside had been restored to his 
usefulness. Jesus found time and op- 
portunity to salvage that piece of 
humanity, stilling the shaking body, 
comforting a man until he was no 
longer a man of hope but a man of 
action. 

Again Jesus was near the Sheep 
Gate of Jerusalem one day, and He 
passed the Pool of Bethesda. There 
He saw a man afflicted. He stopped 
and asked the man if he would like 
to be made whole. The man may have 
answered something like this: “Thir- 
ty-eight years ago I became afflicted 
and was brought here that I might be 
present at the troubling of the water. 
I used to have relatives who woul 
come and help me at the time of th 
troubling of the water, but I don’t 
have them any more. You see my 
mother and father have died years 
ago, and the rest of the family have 
turned me over to my own fate. I. 
am just a discarded carcass waiting 
for the candle to go out in my life. 
Be made whole? Yes, but no man has 
ever made an effort to salvage me@) 
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from this heap of human rubbish.” 


One of the disciples of Jesus may 
have interrupted with, “Wait, man! 
Don’t you know that the Man that 
speaks to you is the Maker of that 
body? Listen to what He says to you.” 
From the depths of a soul of compas- 
sion, Jesus spoke, “Rise, take up thy 
bed and walk,” and immediately the 
man was made whole. 

Thirty-eight years was a long time 

and in that time much deterioration 
had set in; much rotting away of 
flesh was evident. But the revival of 
the stone of flesh began when Jesus 
spoke those words. 

This man Jesus is the God “humani- 
tarian.” He is the sympathizing Jesus. 
There is not a broken bone but that 
He heard the break. There is not a 
piece of flesh eaten away but that 
He heard the teeth of the disease 
germs grind as tissues of flesh were 
broken. At this moment He is in the 
preparation of that new body He is 
going to redeem from the rubbish 
heap of decay and wrap around that 
soul of yours, if you will only believe 
on Him. 

If one would view wrecks on the 
highway of life, cast aside to decay 
until forgotten, let one take a trip

was righted, and from somewhere 
clothes were furnished the man. Oth- 
ers found him talking with this man 
Jesus, desiring to go with Him on His 
journey. No longer was he cutting 
himself; no longer was he to be 
shunned; no longer was he to be a 
gazing stock. The twisted, snarled, 
devil-possessed mind of the man had 
met the MIND of God, and when it 
met that MIND it became subject to 
It. 

That is not all. One day a man came 
to Jesus about his son that had a 
dumb spirit that would tear the boy, 
causing him to foam and gnash his 
teeth, and the boy was pining away.

though. Jesus lifted him up, and he 
arose, delivered. A boy that had been 
pushed into the scrap heap so early 
now was ready to take his place in 
the family of man. 

The Mind that had planned this 
world into existence was there. He not 
only knew what was wrong with the 
boy, but He had the power over wrong. 
The Man that spoke to the seas and 
they became calm; the Man that spoke 
to the winds and they were still; the 
Man that stood upon the Infinity and 
made all things; the Man that sat 
‘upon the circle of the earth and 
viewed all that He made and saw 
that it was good; surely, He has the 
power to reach to those mental wastes 
and REVIVE that mind that has been 
stilled by the awfulness of insanity.

These are the human _ wrecks for 
whom Jesus died. He has paid the 
price for their redemption.

This graphic description of the bru- 
tal activities of the Roman Catholic 
Church is a reminder of the prophecy 
of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
in Matt. 24:6-11: “And ye shall hear 
of wars and rumors of wars: see that 
ye be not troubled: for all these things 
must come to pass, but the end is not 
yet. For nation shall rise against na- 
tion, and kingdom against kingdom: 
and there shall be famines, and pesti- 
lences, and earthquakes, in divers 
places. All these are the beginning of 
sorrows. Then shall they deliver you 
up to be afflicted, and shall kill you: 
and ye shall be hated of all nations 
for my name’s sake. And then shall 
many be offended, and shall betray 
one another, and shall hate one an- 
other. And many false prophets shall 
rise, and shall deceive many.” 

Persecution seems to be the na- 
tural topic of the day in most sec- 
tions of the globe today. God has 
spared us from it in America. We do 
not know what it is to pay with our 
lives for our faith in Christ; but in 
many parts of the world they do. We 
see today that the world is divided 
into two great diametrically opposed 
camps—both, according to their con- 
venience, using the same techniques. 
One is atheistic, and the other is 
theistic. That is the main difference, 
for they are both political—seeking 
world domination and control. They 
seek to dominate the thinking, beliefs, 
and religious capacity of men and 
women. One is Communism and the 
other is Roman Catholicism. 

Most of you have lived only in 
America—in the United States. But if 
you had been in Quebec, Latin Amer- 
ica, Italy, Portugal, Poland, Roumania, 
or Bulgaria in pre-war days, you 
would know something of true Roman 
Catholicism. We do not know too 
much about it in America, and the 
reason we are so sensitive about this 
whole matter is because the Catholics 
don’t know it here, either. In fact, 
the Catholics are far less informed of 
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ae 


the practices of their own church 
than are the Protestants. Roman 
Catholicism, as we see it here, is not 
true Roman Catholicism. It is Cathol- 
icism adapted to the Protestant ma- 
jority; the same type as exists in Eng- 
land, Holland, Canada (outside of 
Quebec), Australia, and New Zealand. 
Thus, many are not capable of judg- 
ing the accuracy of the things I wish 
to discuss. 

Today, in America, we are called 
upon to back the Roman Catholic 
heirarchy in the fight against Com- 
munism. The Lord knows we hate 
Communism. We have seen its ef- 
fect on China and Korea. But, are we 
supposed to join forces with an orgin- 
ization that, in America, fights Com- 
munism with us, and, in other lands, 
slaughters our people? 

It appears strange that Communism 
has taken possession of no Protestant 
land in Europe, but only the Greek 
and Roman Catholic countries. So far, 
there isn’t a single Protestant coun- 
try in Europe that has fallen under 
the heel of Communism. So, it would 
appear that Catholicism offers very 
little defense against Communism. We 
must remember certain basic con- 
cepts of the Roman Catholic Church. 
The Catholic Church has a perfect 
right to have these concepts, but it is 
our duty to know them. 

In the first place, every Roman 
Catholic, if loyal to his church, be- 
lieves his is the only true faith—no 
other should exist. They prohibit and 
impede all other faiths in every way 
possible. They believe church and 
state should be united, with the 
church supreme, directing the state, 
but supported by the state. 

This is what the Roman Catholics are 
striving for in America today. Success 
is theirs in Latin America, and in 


other countries where the church ac- 
tually is the political power as well as 
the religious system of the country. 
They believe that the church not only 
can, but must make all moral, ethi- 
cal, and spiritual decisions for all its 
people. A Catholic today has only to 
obey the commands of the Catholic 
Church, practice its precepts, attend 
services, pay his dues (tithes and 
contributions), and _ confess. The 
Church makes itself responsible for 
the results. 

The Roman Catholic Church con- 
fidently believes the day will come 
when it will rule the world in a 
church-state. In their program, they 
will have one thing in common with 
the Communist regime—they are * 
no hurry! Communism’s leaders say 
500 years are needed to reach a true 
communist state, and the Roman 
Catholic Church has been working to- 
ward its goal about 1,600 years, yet 
the Catholics never lose sight of where 
they hope to go! As we study history, 
we note that they have had some 
strange bedfellows down through the 
years. Some of us still remember the 
Concordat signed by Hitler, when 
they blessed Mussolini in what was 
termed “rape of Ethiopia” and many 
other things. All such things are per- 
missible as long as they keep their 
end and purpose in view! They be- 
lieve the old Jesuit motto that says, 
“The end justifieth the means.” 

In the Roman Church the plan is 
always the same; the difference is 
in the degree of intensity, circum- 
stances, and methods they have to 
follow. We can observe their actions 
in Mexico, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina, ) 
Quebec, Spain, Portugal, Italy, or Co- 
lombia. But let us pick Colombia. For 
months I have worked documenting 
atrocities committed in Colombia. The 
Government of Colombia has already . 
had reports of all these things. 

Up until the fall of 1949, never had 
we seen such a great opportunity for 
the gospel in Colombia. People were e@ 
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turning to Christ in large numbers. 
Last October there were 335 mission- 
aries there and hundreds of native 
workers. They were all busy. Now, 
after eight months of Roman Cath- 
olic dictatorship, this is the picture: 


The Municipal Police and some of 
the National Police, plus what is 
known as the Chusma, lead in acts of 
violence. This latter group, composed 

ostly of bandits let out of prison 
(for the most part Conservative crimi- 
nals who have been turned loose with 
specific orders to murder and plun- 
der), are formed into terroristic bands. 
The Chusma boast that they are 
“liquidating” enemies at the rate of a 
thousand a week. (This appeared in 
the press a few days ago—and in 
TIME magazine—in case you doubt 

/ the statement.) No one knows how 
many people have died. In one day 
alone sixty bodies floated by one point 
of the Magdalena River. We have lost 
at least forty chapels. Twenty-four 
chapels have been burned, five confis- 
cated, eight bombed. 

I have tried to find out how many 
of our preachers have been killed. It 
is not a case of trying to find out 
whether they have been killed, but to 

' ind out where they are, because they 
are hiding out in the tops of these 
mountains in Colombia, out of reach 
of the roving bands that are still 
hunting for them. When they get 
caught, they are either murdered or 
made to renounce their faith. Many 
have done the latter rather than die. 
In the little Indian town of Pitalito, 
they were holding Sunday School one 
morning. The mayor of the town 
rounded up the whole congregation, 
collected all their hymn books and 
their Bibles. All those in attendance 
were stood up in front of the chapel, 
where guns were pointed at them 
while their books and Bibles were 
burned before their eyes. There is not 
an instance of a chapel being burned 
where the books and Bibles were not 
taken out first, if possible, and burned. 
Then, these bands have searched all 
the houses in the village, from the 
rafters down, for Bibles. Is that po- 
litical persecution? It does not sound 
like it to me! In the case of Pitalito, 
those in the Sunday School were tak- 
en to the parochial house to see the 
local priest, made to sit down, and 
those that could write were forced to 
write out a document which said, in 
effect, “I hereby renounce my faith,” 
etc.,, sign their names, and.if they 

O couia not write, they were made to 
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mark an “X.” Did they do this? Well, 
they are still meeting, but out in the 


woods now! What would you have 
done? 

There was an old lady of eighty- 
seven, and everyone for miles around 
knew she was a Protestant! She had 
been one ever since she was a girl, one 
of the earliest converts. They said to 
her, “If you don’t renounce your 
faith, you are going to die—we will 
murder you right now,” with a gun 
pointed at her chest. What would you 
do? She did not renounce her faith! 

If you are a good Catholic, you tip 
your hat when the bells toll—you wor- 
ship the bells. Two men in the town 
of Lianito, down in Nariao, refused to 
do this. They were taken out in the 
Public Square and given the water 
treatment with a fire hose, just as the 
Communists have been doing with the 
Koreans and Chinese! And we are 
supposed, as Christians, to fight com- 
munism together! 

What can be done? I have told you 
what some of our missionaries are do- 
ing just to stay alive. A lot of them 
have died. High is the price they are 
paying. One missionary wrote me from 
Manizales. Later I saw documentary 
proof from there. This missionary 
family, of father, mother and two 
older children, had been baptized on 
Sunday in Manizales. They lived 
across one of the enormous gullies on 
another mountain top. That week, 
about Wednesday, three men came to 
their house saying, “We have come 
to search your house.” What could 
this family do? They were not armed. 
Their house was searched. Bibles were 
found, New Testament, hymn book 
and gospel leaflets. These were 
brought out, and the men said, “These 
are yours?” “Yes,” the missionary re- 
plied. “Do you believe this?” “Yes, we 
certainly do.” So they killed the fa- 
ther, then and there, in front of the 
whole famliy; murdered him in cold 
blood. The rest broke into tears im- 
mediately. And the men said, “Stop 
your crying—get over there and bury 
this man. If he is not buried by noon, 
we'll be back and you will join him.” 
So the mother and the oldest boy got 
busy, dug the grave and buried their 
father and husband, then fled to 
Manizales to report. SO YOU MAY 
HAVE TO PAY A PRICE! 

What would you do if such a thing 
happened in America? Some of the 
proof of these things can be observed 
in Washington, D. C. I am not an 
alarmist; but if Christians only had 





their eyes open and valued their free- 
dom, they would still see that by 
preaching the gospel and by revival 
in America, we can stop the trend 
that is rapidly taking our freedoms 
away from us. It is only three steps 
from where we are to where Colombia 
is, because the Conservative Party in 
Colombia is still a minority party— 
about one third of the entire popu- 
lation. It only takes a minority. 
There are only three to five million 
Communists in Russia. If we just sleep 


‘a little longer, we shall lose our free- 


dom here, too! 

Evangelicals carry on in spite of all 
this, and they meet in the coffee 
patches and jungles. You cannot stop 
evangelicals! When persecution starts, 
every single hypocrite, every back- 
Slider slips away in silence, and you 
have left only the true Christians who 
say, “Come what may, I'll die for 
Christ.” 

In Mosoco, for example, up in the 
mountains a hundred miles from civ- 
ilization, among the Indians, the 
mayor and about eight policemen 
went through and said, “We are look- 
ing for the evangelical leader in this 
area. We hear there is one.” Every- 
body knew who he was. He was a 
young man about twenty-three years 
old who ran the local store. He was on 
his job when they walked in. They 
went through his store and said, 
“Where is your money?” He said, 
“Over in the house.” He called his 
mother, and she grabbed the bag and 
started to run. He said, “Don’t run, 
mother; they’ll murder you! Bring it 
here.” And so she came back into the 
store with the bag of change. He 
handed over all he owned to the sol- 
diers and the mayor of the town. They 
went through his store, took out his 
Bibles and New Testaments and 
burned them. Then they invited the 
townspeople in to help themselves to 
anything they wanted, “for free,” and 
they said, “You come with us.” They 
took him out to the plaza and put 
three bullets through him. And they 
said, “Now that will teach you evan- 
gelicals what to do about following 
your religion.” Do you think that con- 
gregation disbanded? Of course not! 
It meets up in the mountains, but 
there are none of them living in the 
town, for they do not dare go home. 

What is the attitude of the people 
in Colombia? This was the only repub- 
lic in Latin America that had 40 years 
without a war or revolution; a de-

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Shall America Bow to the Pope of Rome? ee 


A Treatise on the Vatican Envoy Appointment

All freedom-loving Americans were 
shocked when President Truman on 
Saturday, October 20, announced to 
the nation that he had appointed 
General Mark W. Clark as full-fledged 
United States Ambassador to the Court 
of the Pope of Rome. 

Conscious of the fact that our re- 
ligious freedoms in America are predi- 
cated upon that article in the Bill of 
Rights in the U. S. Constitution which 
guarantees that church and state shall 
be forever separate, millions of citi- 
zens saw in President Truman’s move 
an immediate threat to their liberties. 

Ever since President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt appointed Mr. Myron C. Tay- 
lor as his personal representative to 
the Vatican the day before Christ- 
mas, 1939, there have been quasi-offi- 
cial relations between the United 
States and the Vatican in direct repu- 
diation of the Constitution and the 
Bili of Rights. Even after President 
Truman withdrew Mr. Taylor from his 
post January 18, 1950, because of the 
growing indignation of American citi- 
zens, a “pipeline” was maintained be- 
tween Washington and Rome which 
sub rosa perpetuated this unconstitu- 
tional relationship. 

It remained for the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals to become 
the “straw that broke the camel’s 
back.” Its Commission on Christian 
Liberty had called a meeting of Pro- 
testant leaders in the Wardman Hotel, 
Washington, January 17, 1950, to draft 
strategies to deal with the Vatican- 
White House tie-up. Through contacts 
in the Presidential retinue, the Ward- 
man Park resolutions were presented 
to Mr. Truman just as he was about 
to make his final decision on Mr. 
Taylor’s resignation. Stung to the 
quick by mounting criticism, the Pre- 
sident read a few lines of the resolu- 
tion and accepted the resignation. 

The first open indication that all 
was not well came on August 10, 1951, 
when the supposedly-deposed envoy 
Mr. Taylor, appeared in the White 
House, reporting on a conference he 
had held with the Pope concerning 
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“the mobilization of the _ spiritual 
forces of the world” in the fight 
against Communism. 

Quite evidently the strategy agreed 
upon at that time eventuated in the 
Pope’s Eternal King Encyclical issued 
upon the occasion of the fifteenth 
centenary of the Council of Chalcedon 
and in President Truman’s widely pub- 
licized address before the Washing- 
ton Pilgrimage of Churchmen. 

Mr. Truman said to the Protestant 
dupes gathered in the National City 
Christian Church: “Despite the bar- 
riers that divide the different church- 
es, there is a common bond of brother- 
hood that underlies them all.... We 
must continue our effort to find those 
common ties, and to bring the church- 
es together in greater unity in a cru- 
sade for peace. In this way, we shall 
come closer to the one God who is 
Father of us all. In this way we shall 
find greater power to meet the trou- 
bles of our time. God grant that we 
may speak together, as brothers, of 
His power and His mercy, and 
bear witness of Him against those 
who deny Him. May God unite the 
churches—and the free world—and 
bring us peace.” 

Said the Pope: “All Christians must 
unite’ under one banner against the 
stormy assaults of the infernal enemy. 
Who is not horrified by the hatred 
and ferocity with which the enemies 
of God, in many countries of the 
world, threaten and destroy or try 
to uproot all that there is of divine and 
Christian? .. . Divided and dispersed, 
Christians cannot continue to lose 
time against the combined hosts of 
their enemies ... All those .. . who 
because of the iniquity of the times 
are separated from the bosom and the 
unity of the church, should render 
without hesitatior the due, reverent 
homage to this primacy, following the 
example of the footsteps of their fa- 
thers.” 

When we “put two and two to- 
gether” it meant that the Communist 
threat is being used to build the Ro- 
man Church and elevate the pope as 


the spokesman for all Christendom in 
the crisis. 

Then Mr. Truman proceeded to 
“render without hesitation the due 
and reverent homage” by appoint- 
ing on Saturday, October 20, General 
Mark W. Clark as the full-fledged U. S. 
Ambassador to the Court of the Pope 
of Rome. 

The President, however, was legally 
blocked from making an ad interim 
appointment. The nomination of Gen- 
eral Clark is up for Senate Action 
when it reconvenes early in 1952. 

The United States of 1867 knew that 
there could be no politico-ecclesiasti- 
cal relations between Washington and 
Rome and by an overwhelming ex- 
pression of their opinion demanded 
their termintaion. The President and 
the Congress aquiesced and for more 
than seventy years did not presume 
either openly and honestly or by sub- 
terfuge to attempt their resumption. 

Intelligent Americans are opposed 
to diplomatic relations between the 
United States and the Vatican because 
of the nature of the papal state and 
the fundamental law upon which it is 
built. We believe that such relations 
are inimical to the welfare and free- 
dom of the American people, if not to 
the integrity of the American state. 

In order that we may clearly under- 
stand the issue, we wish to recall some 
of the basic principles involved. 

x. 

The Pope of Rome considers him- 
self the vicegerent of Jesus Christ up- 
on earth and, therefore, the “supreme 
pontiff of the universal church.” 

Pope Leo XIII, in his encyclical let- 
ter on the Reunion of Christendom, 
said, “We ... hold upon this earth 
the place of God Almighty.” Leo was 
but reiterating the age-old position 
of the Roman Catholic institution 
when he made this statement. 

Cardinal Farley, in an American 
edition of the Dogmatic Canons and 
Decrees of the Church, sanctioned by 
his imprimatur this further word: “We 
teach and declare that, by the ap- 
pointment of our Lord, the Roman 
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Dr. Murch is editor of UEA (United Evon- 
gelical Action), from which this article is 
condensed. 

The UEA is the voice of Evangelical Chris- 
tianity in America. 








Church possesses a superiority of or- 
dinary power over all other churches 
and that this power of jurisdiction 
of the Roman Pontiff which is truly 
episcopal is immediate; to which all, 
of whatever rite and dignity, both pas- 
tors and faithful, both individually 
and collectively, are bound by the duty 
of hierarchial subordination and true 
obedience, to submit not only in mat- 
ters which belong to faith and morals, 
but also in those that appertain to 
discipline and government of the 
Church throughout the world.” 
2. 

The Pope of Rome is a civil and poli- 
tical sovereign under the law of na- 
tions and considers himself, by divine 
right, to be the source of authority in 
all temporal governments. 

The Catholic Directory, published 
with the official sanction and approv- 
al of the Roman Catholic hierarchy, of 
which the pope is the sovereign head, 
gives as one of his official titles, “Sov- 
ereign of the Temporal Dominions of 
the Holy Roman Church.” 

At one time these temporal do- 
minions were in reality quite extensive. 
The Papal States covered thousands 
of square miles in southern Europe. 
Kings and princes of other nations 
recognized their authority as emanat- 
ing from the Papal King of Kings and 
journeyed to Rome to be crowned and 
blessed. With the disintegration of The 
Holy Roman Empire, however, this 
prestige began to decline. As the re- 
sult of the Italian Revolution the last 
vestiges of real temporal sovereignty 
were taken from the pope. It remained 
for Fascist Dictator Benito Mussolini, 
by the so-called Lateran Treaty, to 
restore legal title to the Vatican 
grounds, as an independent state. 

While the present temporal do- 
minions of the pope are not impressive 
and the Vatican City does not con- 
form to the classic definition of a 
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state, his temporal power is vast when 
computed in terms of the actual in- 
fluence of the papacy in the temporal 
world. Its secular ramifications are far 
greater than those of many first-rate 
powers. We shall discuss some of these 
in detail in another connection. 
3. 

The temporal power (the State) 
must not be divorced from the spirit- 
ual power (the Church), according to 
the law of the Roman Church. 

Boniface’s assertion (quoted above) 
that temporal and spiritual power are 
inherent in the Roman Catholic 
Church and are inseparable has been 
reiterated by many popes since his day. 

Americans believe that their con- 
stitution provides the ideal religious 
Situation in the United States, when 
it states, “Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of reli- 
gion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” But this same Pope Leo, in 
his encyclical letter on Catholicity in 
the United States asserts: “It would be 
very erroneous to draw the conclu- 
sion that in America is to be sought the 
type of the most desirable status of 
the Church.” The modern world re- 
poses in the comforting reflection that 
the severance of church and state has 
ended a long and unholy conflict, but 
Leo further calls our attention to the 
error of supposing “that it would be 
universally unlawful or expedient for 
State and Church to be, as in America, 
dissevered and divorced.” 

4. 

In ordinary circumstances the Rom- 
an Catholic Church recognizes the 
temporal rights of nations as parallel 
to the spiritual rights of the church 
but in case of conflict the church is 
supreme. 

That great compendium of Roman 
Catholic teaching, the Catholic Ency- 
clopedia declares: “In case of di- 
rect contradiction making it impossi- 
ble for both jurisdictions to be exer- 
cised, the jurisdiction of the Church 
prevails and that of the state is ex- 
cluded.” 

&. 

The Vatican is conceived by many 
to be the spiritual and temporal capi- 
tal of the world. 

Every true Roman Catholic looks 
upon Rome and the Vatican with 
much the same veneration as the Jew 
upon Jerusalem. But while with the 
Jew this respect is largely sentimental, 
with the papist it is thoroughly real- 
istic. Here is the capital of the world 
from which rules his supreme sover- 
eign. 


The pretense of statehood is main- 
tained in the space of a few acres 
bounded by the Leonine walls, erected 
long ago by Leo IV. It has a popula- 
tion no larger than an Indiana town. 
Besides the magnificent basilica of 
St. Peter and the papal palaces it has 
a post office, a radio station and a 
seldom-used railway terminal. There 
is a papal army and all accoutrements 
of a state. 

There is a magnificent throne room 
in the Vatican where the “supreme 


.pontiff” has his royal seat. On state 


occasions he wears the tiara or triple 
crown symbolizing his temporal claims 
and bearing the keys of Peter sym- 
bolizing his spiritual claims. The 
crown is surmounted by a_ golden 
globe and cross. There is an elaborate 
protocol to which all who approach 
“His Holiness” must strictly conform. 


A complete organization is main- 
tained of which the Secretary of State 
is the most exalted officer. Ambassa- 
dors are sent and received. Treaties 
are made. A papal nobility is main- 
tained. There is a body of canon law 
dealing with the most minute mattefs 
of both temporal and spiritual con- 
cern, 

Most intriguing of all is the elabor- 
ate network of diplomacy and espio- 
nage which extends from the Vatican 
to every part of the known world. It is 
these political and spiritual informers 
which make the papal state of such 
vast importance in world affairs. The 
chief figure in this organization is 
the nuncio who in most countries en- 
joys the political status of ambassa- 
dor, is permitted the use of a secret 
code, and accorded all the privileges 
dictated by diplomatic custom. 
Through.their spiritual status they are 
granted immunities and privileges far 
beyond other diplomats. 


6. 

The Roman Catholic state is an Im- 
perio—a state within a state. 

The papal system is a vast ecclesi- 
astical empire deeply rooted in the 
domestic and international politics of 
the world. The pope rules over this 
empire as supreme and absolute mon- 
arch. He claims to derive his sover- 
eign power from God and exercises 
arbitrary authority over all his sub- 
jects in every nation under the sun. 

As long as the canon law of Rom- 
anism insists upon fealty to Imperi- 
um within and above Imperio we may 
expect this unfortunate argument to 
continue and freedom-loving pople of 
every nation to register their protest 
against it. 
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4. 


The Roman Catholic system is fun- 
damentally fascist and opposed to de- 
mocracy. 

Many Roman Catholics in America 
recognize this fact. So loyal are they 
to their country and so imbued with 
the principles of freedom that they 
have repeatedly criticized their own 
system. This protest has extended on 
occasion to the clergy itself. Father 
Thomas Hecker was the first to pro- 
pose that the church should make 
itself American. Several cardinals have 
interpreted Vatican pronouncements 
in terms of our democratic way of life. 
So have these influences been felt 
within the church that there has 
grown up a school of thought called 
“Americanism” which has much the 
same meaning to the Romanish theo- 
logians as “modernism” in Protestant- 
ism. 

But the overwhelming weight of 
Catholic opinion favors the tradition- 
al view that the order of states is 
hierarchical, not democratic, ruled at 
the top by the dual sovereignty of Pope 
and Emperor, by the union of Church- 
State authority. 

8. 

The Roman Catholic system is ac- 
tively opposed to many fundamental 
rights guaranteed to American citizens 
by the Constitution of the United 
States. 

American liberties are under con- 
stant threat from active Roman Cath- 
olic elements in our national life. 
Openly Roman Catholicism seems to 
bulwark those liberties. Its citizens are 
often prominent in public affairs. Its 
prelates frequently make pronounce- 
ments which encourage us. But the 
system is opposed to many of our fun- 
damental rights. Such groups as the 
Jesuits keep up subtle, camouflaged 
or sub rosa attacks intended to de- 
stroy them. 

As recently as May 17, 1941, Ameri- 
ca, the “most influential Catholic 
magazine in the United States,” said: 
“American democracy is disintegrat- 
ing, crumbling from within. Fatigue, 
disillusionment, disgust, and unbear- 
able tension in society, the fear of war 
and the fear of bankruptcy, the ab- 
sence of security, the technological 
revolution which has gone far beyond 
the instruments of social control, deep 
rooted anarchistic hatred of a so- 
cial order, which has too long denied 
the principle of social justice, the re- 
volt of the masses and the leveling of 
all values, the absence of any common 
ethical basis—these are but a few of 
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the multiple factors in the decline 
which is now upon us... Leadership 
in this crisis will not come from the 
laity. It will not come from the bot- 
tom of the Catholic pyramid. It will 
come only from the top, from the Hier- 
archy. The Christian Revolution will 
begin when we decide to cut loose 
from the existing order, rather than 
be buried with it.” 

This sort of thing must be met by 
vigorous protest and appropriate ac- 
tion if the American way of life is to 
be preserved. 

The Imperative Necessity for 
Immediate Action 

Our study makes it amply evident 
that— 

There must be no Ambassador of 
the United States in the Vatican. 

Every true American will demand 
this— 

1. Because this relationship perpetu- 
ates an act of political perfidy. 

2. Because the United States 
maintained such an envoy from 1847- 
1867 and found the relationship to be 
such a liability that it was terminated 
by popular demand. 

3. Because all the temporal benefits 
supposed to be derived in the present 
instance are now being offered by the 
UR. 

4. Because this relationship consti- 
tutes the recognition of a church as 
a state, thus compromising the Ameri- 
can principle of separation of church 
and state and conferring special hon- 
ors and privileges upon one among 
many religious bodies in America. 

5. Because it sanctions the exist- 
ence of a state within a state and rec- 
ognizes the temporal power of the pope 
in America. . 

6. Because it is an insult to Protes- 
tantism. 

7. Because it is a threat to the per- 
petuity of American constitutional 
principles and the liberties of the 
American people. 

8. Because it is already beginning to 
fan the flames of intolerance and 
bigotry and may result in the revival 
of such movements as the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

9. Because it recognizes a power 
which has notoriously aided and ap- 
proved fascist regimes in many na- 
tions. 

10. Because its maintenance will in- 
evitably result in the introduction of 
the religious issue into American poli- 
tics. 

THE TIME HAS COME FOR UNITED 
ACTION. 

With America now the leading na- 


tion of the world and the site for the 
UN rival “capital of the world,” the 
Vatican has manifestly decided that 
now is the time for the final inevitable 
conflict to begin. Already she looks to 
American Romanists for the bulk of 
her financial support and the best of 
her future leadership. It is widely and 
publicly rumored that Cardinal Spell- 
man is being groomed for the papacy 











and that such a pope might well rul 
from American soil. Every day brings 
new evidence that this battle for the 
capture of America is on in real earn- 
est. 

The battle for freedom from this 
identical papal power was fought by 
our forefathers when they left Europe 
to found a new nation in America. For 
more than 150 years we have enjoyed 
that freedom. Today we see a gigantic 
growth of that tyranny upon our free 
soil. As free men we cannot permit it 
to develop to the point where it might 
gain the political, psychological or nu- 
merical ascendancy and again impose 
its intolerable will upon us. 

Now that Rome has made the de- 
cision that America must be brought 
into the papal orbit, red-blooded 





Americans and incorruptible Protes- 
tants are forced to make a correspond- 
ing decision. It is to use our powe 
which is still pre-eminent in this coun- 
try to uphold our constitutional rights, 
to demand the cleansing of our politi- 
cal house from every vestige of papal 
aggression, and to stand for our blood- 
bought principles with renewed devo- 
tion. The hierarchy cannot expect us 
to stand in fear of its accusations of 
“intolerance and bigotry” and meekly 
accede to its offensive. Since Rome has 
organized a new mighty upsurge for 
its own ends, there must of necessity 
be organized under strong leadership 
a new mighty upsurge of the old Pro- 
testant American spirit to balance it 
and withstand it. 

The time is long overdue for united 
action on the part of all sectors of 
Protestant American life—every de- 
nomination, every undenominational 
movement, every modernist, every 
evangelical, every interdenominational 
organization, every local church, every, 
preacher, every layman, the great on 
small—to combat a common threat 
to our freedom. 

We know what the Roman hierarchy 
expects to do-in the next fifteen or 
twenty years and what it is doing now. 
We shall not deter it or deflect it ex- 
cept by an equally intelligent and 
well-planned program—theirs for su-

Do not spend any more 
time on the rubbish heap of humanity. 
Let Jesus start a REVIVAL from the 
RUBBISH of your life right now.

lightful place that in forty years had 
decreased its illiteracy by about 30 
per cent. It had built roads, improved 
its highways. It had one of the fin- 
est networks of airlines in South 
America, all under a liberal regime. 
Now, the government has. changed, 
and that liberty-loving people are see- 
ing all of this going on. If you read 
the latest issue of TIME, you saw that 
the national police are still carrying 
on their program of murder and 

ape. It is not an uncommon thing 
@:: the political rabble to round up 
the wives and daughters of the liber- 
als and ravish them in the public 
market place. 

In a country like Colombia it is un- 
believable. The educated, cultured 
people (and there are plenty of them) 
are aghast. And do you suppose they 
are thinking of the Roman Catholic 
hurch these days? They are buying 
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and borrowing every Bible and New 
Testament they can lay their hands 
on in Colombia—and if God ever gives 
another chance in Colombia we'll start 
a harvest such as we have never seen 
before. 

In a little town in Valle, a man 
lived and worked his little coffee 
patch. He preached Sundays, held a 
prayer meeting and visited his neigh- 
bors, preaching and teaching the 
gospel. One day, about twenty men 
got this man and took him out to the 
local cemetery. They stood him up in 
an qpen grave and filled in the dirt 
until his head stuck out of the ground. 
And they said, “All right, now you 
are going to do two things— you are 
going to recant your political belief 
(he was a Liberal) and turn Conser- 
vative, and you are going to renounce 
your Protestantism.” The man said, 
“I don’t object to turning Conservative 
—politics is a minor matter—but I 
will never give up Jesus Christ.” So 
they said, “You’d better start praying, 
because you’re going to die,” and he 
did. He bowed his head and prayed 
for those twenty men standing around 
that grave. He said, “God, you’ve 
called me to preach the gospel, and if 
I can win more souls by dying than 
by living, I’m ready to die, Lord.” 
Then one of the men was so angry he 
shot him right through the head. 
Within three weeks, fifteen of those 
twenty men had hunted out the local 
evangelical congregation in the woods 
and joined it. Fifteen out of the 
twenty are now hearing the gospel. 
The Catholics cannot win this fight 
in Colombia unless they kill every 
last Protestant, because as long as 
there is one left, he will preach and 
witness. Our duty is to pray for them 
and for our brethren, that Christ may 
gain the victory!
